MAYOR’S INAUGURAL ADDRESS 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


Agreeably to the provisions of the city charter, 
we have assembled here today to organize the city gov- 
ernment, and in assuming the obligations of the office 
to which I have been elected, I should be unfair to the 
feeling of gratitude which rests within me, as well as 
wanting with respect to a very pleasant duty, if I did 
not at this time extend to my fellow citizens my sin- 
cere thanks for the endorsement which they have seen 
fit to give me within the week which has just passed. 

Some of the members of the present council have 
already served in such capacity for a considerable pe- 
riod of time, bringing to us the benefit of their exper- 
ience as a guide in the matters which will come before 
this body for attention. This condition seems to be a 
particularly fortunate circumstance in a year appar- 
ently fraught with trouble in so far as the management 
of the municipal affairs is concerned. 

According to figures presented by our city clerk, 
I find the financial status of the city to be as follows:

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HIGHWAYS AND SIDEWALKS 


During the past year practically no permanent 
work has been done to our streets and roads, chiefly 
because it did not appear to be good judgment to go 
ahead extensively so long as the price of labor and 
material remained approximately at the level which 
they had reached during the period of the World War. 


Last year I advocated the macadamizing of the 
hills on Hamilton, Noble, Mt. Vernon, Grove, Prospect, 
and Linden streets, with the possible exception of one 
of the hills just named, so that we might have one ap- 
proach to the top with an entire dirt roadbed. At the 
time this recommendation was made, I anticipated that 
we might have a few thousand dollars which could be 
used for such purpose, but later it appeared to the 
council advisable to extend our water system, as well 
as our system of sewage, to the New Dam, and as this 
was done, no money was left available for work on our 
streets. . 


Our State road is in bad shape from one end to 
the other, and it will be almost impossible to go 
through another year without a considerable expendi- 
ture of money thereupon. 


In the matter of sidewalks, much has been done in 
the way of permanent improvement during the last 
twelve months. Granolithic sidewalks have been laid 
on High street from the foot of Highland hill to the 
foot of Prospect street; also on the same street from 
Orange street to the “Old Homestead,” so called; also 
on Franklin street on the southerly side from Green 
street to Main street, and from thence nearly to Spring 
street, running south, and as far as Fayette street 
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running north. Another piece of granolithic sidewalk 
was laid on Main street, extending from Myrtle street 
to the Indigo Hill road. 


We also laid a large amount of concrete sidewalk, 
as well as doing much repairing of walks at various 
points throughout the city. I recommend further 
work along this line, the location of same to be at such 
points as may be chosen by your Committee on Roads, 
Bridges and Drains. 


SCHOOLS 


My own ideas with relation to school methods are 
so much at odds with the present system now in vogue 
in this State, that I presume I am not a competent 
judge of anything pertaining thereto. 


The cost of carrying on our schools, with attend- 
ant expense, during the last year has been consider- 
able, but not excessive when compared with other 
municipalities. Our attitude towards the public schools 
of the city should always be characterized by liberality, 
for nothing is more dear to every true American citi- 
zen than an education, but when public schools cost 
each year approximately fifty thousand dollars of 
money legitimately expended, to educate the children 
in a city of sixty-seven hundred people, where more 
than half the children in the community attend paro- 
chial schools, it seems to me to be an unhappy situation 
which needs attending to. 


This same sort of a condition is not peculiar alone 
to Somersworth, but prevails throughout the State, as 
I understand it. 
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WATER WORKS 


There has been a new chlorine control machine 
placed at the pumping station and reports from the 
State Laboratory of Hygiene during the last year with 
relation to several samples of water sent for analysis 
have been satisfactory. 

The machinery at the station appears to be in good 
condition, only minor repairs having been found neces- 
sary during the entire year. 

Many new meters have been installed and several 
old ones replaced. The gain in receipts testifies to the 
wisdom of metering and this work should be continued 
until all services are metered. | 


Several house services have had to be repaired by 
reason of corrosion at the curb cock. On account of 
age, we may expect many such cases in the future. 

The cost of maintaining the water works should 
decrease to some extent in the near future, and if the 
price of coal ever gets back to normal, the net profit 
to the city from the water system should be an amount 
of no small consequence. 


I have mentioned above the extension of our 
water system to the New Dam district, and herewith 
recommend the further extension of said system on the 
Dover road as far as Central Park. This improve- 
ment in so far as the growth of our city is concerned 
is most important, since it appears that the building of 
any new houses in Somersworth is more likely to occur 
along the line of the State road than at any other point. 
A water supply would be a great convenience to people 
now living in that locality, as well as a great incentive 
to the erection of many new dwelling houses on land 
now unoccupied,

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Our Fire Department has been doing very efficient 
work. We have had no fires recently which would 
tend to test the real merit to be found in the depart- 
ment as it is today, yet, in my opinion, the equipment 
or men would not be found wanting, whatever they 
might be called upon to perform. 


As a matter of further protection, there is no 
question but what the department should be motorized 
as soon as money can be found available for such pur- 
pose. 


FOREST GLADE CEMETERY 


By reason of the fact that the cost of labor and 
materials remained at about the same level as the year 
previous, the board of trustees found it necessary to 
keep the same schedule of prices as was maintained 
during the year 1920, the amount of money received 
for services not being sufficient to support this item 
of the cost account under any lower schedule. 


The receiving tomb on West High street, which 
has made a bad appearance for some time, has been 
painted and the fence has also been repaired and 
painted. 


The small growth that has been fast growing into 
the border line of the lots in the northerly end of the 
cemetery has been cut and trimmed, giving that sec- 
tion a much improved appearance. 


The care and supervision of the cemetery has been 
good, but a great change for betterment might be made 
if water could be piped into the grounds for use during 
the hot weather. Under present conditions the roots 
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of the grass are burned so that the life of the turf is 
made much shorter than would be the case if water 
was near at hand. ; 


The trust fund has grown substantially, with pros- 
pects good for an increase during the coming year. 
Some of the lots were placed under perpetual care 
many years ago, and the income thereof is not ade- 
quate for the care of the lots under prevailing condi- 
tions. The trustees suggest that those who may be 
interested in such lots increase the sum now held in 
trust to an ample amount so that the income accruing 
with relation to said lots will warrant making them 
equally attractive with the others. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Considering the limited amount of money which 
is furnished this department, the results obtained are 
worthy of favorable mention. 


The librarian appears to be anxious to assist the 
patrons of the library, and the money seems to have 
been wisely expended at all times, therefore I have no 
suggestions to make. 

Gentlemen: A majority of you are conversant 
with the conditions and management of municipal 
affairs, and from your experience, you may well real- 
ize how impossible would be the task of covering all 
the departments of the city in an intelligent manner, 
in the short time allotted to us here this morning, 
therefore I will not discuss the departments in detail 
any further. 

A few years back, it looked as though Somers- 
worth was entering upon an epoch of advancement, 
growth, and prosperity, which bade fair to equal, if 
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not exceed, the expectations of the most optimistic. 
Today, all is changed; now we seem to be fast ap- 
proaching a condition of innocuous desuetude, and this 
great change has been brought about through the vast 
difference in the present labor conditions in this com- 
munity as compared with those of two or three years 
ago. 

Without discussing the merits of the local labor 
trouble, I want to say that this city has at hand a 
most serious situation, one that threatens the welfare 
and growth of this community, not only during the 
immediate future, but for years to come if the parties 
most vitally interested in the disagreement do not. 
reach some amicable arrangement within a short time. 
It behooves every citizen who has the good interests of 
Somersworth at heart to do all in his power to bring 
the Great Falls Manufacturing Company and its em- 
ployees together, if possible, and thus remedy the 
almost unbearable conditions which now prevail in our 
midst. 


I have made a number of recommendations and 
suggestions in the line of improvement for our city, 
but all such changes must necessarily depend upon the 
amount of money we have to spend, for, above all, we 
must live within our income. 


The proper administration of the financial affairs 
of our city so as to give our citizens the necessary im- 
provements that are required, and to maintain those 
already made, without increasing the present tax rate, 
is the greatest problem you will have to work out. That 
problem, however, must be attended to, for our tax 
rate should not be raised, but lowered, if possible, par- 
ticularly at this time when there is such a shortage of 
money among our whole population. 
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In closing, | am going to ask for the same degree 
of harmony and a more diligent application to your 
duties than prevailed in the council last year, and if 
my request is granted I have no fear for our success. 

We wiil go ahead in conservative manner, living 
within the means at our command, always bearing in 
mind our oath of office-and the good welfare of our 
city. 

Regardless of what some of our critics would have 
the people believe, I want to say to you that the 
finances of the City of Somersworth have not been in 
as good a condition as they are at present for twenty- 
five years, so let us watch out during the year to come, 
and see if we cannot improve our city and still con- 
tinue to decrease our debt.

The approximate value of the department is 
$5,500 not including the fire alarm system. 


The number of alarms for the past year, including 
general, still, and engineers’ calls, were forty-eight. 
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Permits to burn brush, grass, etc., numbered thirty- 
nine. (It is pleasing to note the number complying 
with the law, in securing permits to burn brush.) This 
is not only desirous, but is compulsory near wooded 
districts, under the State Forestry Laws. This De- 
partment encourages the burning of such, under favor- 
able conditions, but it requires a written permission 
to do so, from the fire warden. 

The number of alarms sounded on the fire alarm 
system the past year have been very few. This is due 
to the fact, that most of the calls, reported above, were 
for chimneys or conditions, which were taken care of 
by the engineers, without calling out the entire Depart- 
ment. Why so small a number of general alarms the 
past few years, might be asked? Answer—Several 
reasons. First, and most important is the amount of 
work and attention given to that most important sub- 
ject, “Fire Prevention.” Since assuming the respon- 
sibility of the Fire Department several years ago, I ad- 
hered to the old adage, “An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure,” which has resulted in fewer 
fires, and less loss by same. 

A lecture on “Fire Prevention,” given by your 
Chief Engineer, before the pupils of our public schools, 
some time ago, seems to have been very effective, and I 
have reason to feel that parents, as well as pupils, are 
putting forth every effort to curb the demon, fire. In 
the course of this lecture, the students were taught 
how, when, and when not to pull an alarm, and when 
to notify the Fire Department. 


The demonstrations at this lecture were practic- 
ally a fire alarm box, chemicals, and powder exting- 
uishers being used and their manner of operation 
clearly explained. 
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Our schools are well equipped with chemical and 
powder extinguishers, as are also our city buildings. 
The fire drills in our schools are practiced regularly, 
and again I wish to say, it meets with the hearty ap- 
proval of your fire officials. 


DEPARTMENT 


Our Fire Department is wholly a “Call Depart- 
ment,” having no regular men on fire duty. We have 
five companies, and as many pieces of fire apparatus, 
namely; four hose wagons, and one hook and ladder 
truck; all hand drawn. This means of reaching the 
scene of a fire is practically the same as it was forty 
years ago, the only apparent change being a heavier 
wagon-load for the men to haul. This is a condition 
that should not exist. A department as important 
as the Fire Department, should not be subject to such 
neglect and ridicule as ours is. A modern fire depart- 
ment is one of the best assets a city or town can pos- 
sess. The sooner we realize this, the more contented 
community we will be. 

With the growing of our city, grows the needs of 
its departments, and the requirements of the same 
should and must be met, to give our citizens and prop- 
erty-owners that which they rightly deserve, and justly 
demand, protection of life and property from fire. 


RECOM MENDATIONS 


At present we have to work with old apparatus, 
which does not meet our requirements. The cost of 
continuing under the present system, plus the cost of 
repairs, new material to be bought, and old to be kept 
in repair, etc., results in nothing, but the ever-existing 
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expense of old gone-by apparatus, and a department 
which is about as far advanced toward modernism as 
is ancient history. 

Therefore, with the interest and welfare of our 
people and our city at heart, I offer the following 
recommendations: 


First: The establishment of a Central Fire Sta- 
tion. | 

Second: The motorization of our Fire Depart- 
ment 

Third: The reorganization of our Fire Depart- 
ment. . 

Fourth: The installation of a first-class pulmotor, 
grappling irons, and all the other necessities, which 
would tend to make our Fire Department second to 
none. : 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Fire Committee, 
and others, for their co-operation, and the members of 
the Fire Department, for their faithfulness and will- 
ing assistance during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Somersworth, N. H., March 1, 1923. 
To the Trustees of the Somersworth Public Library: 

Gentlemen: Herewith is submitted the report 
of the librarian for the year ending February 28, 1923. 

It is most gratifying to be able to report an appre- 
ciation of the advantages offered by our library and the 
following statistics are presented as evidence of the 
continued increase in circulation. 16,858 volumes were 
drawn from the library for home use in 1919; 26,276 
valumes were drawn from the library for home use in 
1920; 30,146 volumes were drawn from the library for 
home use in 1921; 32,171 volumes were drawn from the 
library for home use in 1922. 

These figures certainly attest to the popularity of 
our resources; the use of the reference library is also 
constantly increasing; almost daily the entire atten- 
tion of your librarian is required, when not engaged 
at the charging desk, assisting patrons searching for 
information on some special subject; an endeavor has 
been made during the year to leave no request unan- 
swered. 

As was our method last year, so this year we have 
added new books twice a month. These books are 
ready for circulation at three p. m. on the first and fif- 
teenth of each month. For a week before they are 
circulated an exhibit of these volumes is made in the 
window of the Free Press office, where they attract 
much attention and favorable comment. A list of 
these additions is published in the last issue of the 
Somersworth Free Press for the month. 

One method of rendering satisfactory service is 
to keep ‘“‘up-to-date” and this can be done only by reg- 
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ularly making accessions of recent publications. 

Acknowledgment is made of gifts of books from 
Mr. G. A. Emery, Mrs. Clifford Hayes, Mrs. Chester 
Loring, Mrs. Kate Morisy, Miss Elizabeth Pope, Mr. 
Albert E. Ross, Mrs. Marion Shapleigh, Mr. C. H. 
Wells, and the Music Department of the Woman’s 
Club. The Philanthropic Department of the Club, at 
one of their meetings, made six picture books to be 
used by the youngest children who throng the chil- 
dren’s corner daily. There are many of them too 
young to read and these picture books are a source of 
delight to them. 

Our library has achieved reasonable efficiency and 
there is every reason for serving the community well 
if we have sufficient funds with which to carry on the 
work. Personally I believe that this report should in- 
clude an appeal for a larger appropriation. The rev- 
enue should be amply large to give adequate service 
and the amount needed this year must cover expendi- 
tures for salaries, books, periodicals, binding, lighting, 
janitor service, insurance, supplies, printing, equip- 
ment, and repairs; the present day budget must do 
more than pay the overhead expenses and should be 
ample to satisfy all the demands of modern library 
service which must be put on the same financial plane 
with other city departments and should be considered 
a proper adjunct to school facilities. 

Public libraries are coming to be called contin- 
uation schools and as such continue the work of other 
educational institutions. 


I would at this time express my appreciation to 
my assistant, whose efforts and co-operation have 
helped to make the year successful and thank the Trus- 
tees for their encouragement in the work.

SIGNALS 


One stroke of the Bell is the all-out signal. 

2-2-2 strokes of the bell are for a brush fire, or a 
fire seen ata distance, where the department is 
needed. 

One stroke of the bell is the engineer’s test. 

The above signals are given only by the chief 
engineer. 
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GENERAL RULES 


Firemen, as well as citizens, should familiarize 
themselves with the following rules for giving alarms 
of fire: 


1. Never pull a box for a fire seen at a distance. 


2. Never pull a box while the alarm bells are ringing, 
not until a box has completed its four rounds. 
Two boxes cannot operate together, and neither 
will work if two are pulled at the same time. 
Never pull two alarms or two boxes for the 
same fire. 


3. To ring in an alarm, break the glass in the key-box 
and open the outside door with the key. Pull 
down the brass crank seen inside, till it stops, 
then let go. 'Then let the box alone. The clock 
will be seen or heard to be running, and the 
alarm will follow in half a minute or so. Close 
the door; but do not try to remove the key, as it 
is locked in a track lock and can only be re- 
moved by a release key, which is carried by each 
engineer, who will, as soon as convenient, re- 
lease and return it. Remember that the fire- 
men will come directly to the box which has 
been pulled, and be sure that someone stays at 
the box to direct them to the fire. 


4, Never pull an alarm for a fire seen at a distance. 
Never touch a box except to give an alarm of 
fire. Give an alarm for no cause other than 
actual fire. Don’t give an alarm for a chimney 
fire.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council: 


Gentlemen: In accordance with the City Ordi- 
nances, your Board of Water Commissioners herewith 
submit the following annual report for the year end- 
ing February 28, 1923. 

Following the usual custom, the Commissioners 
met at their office in the city building, June 16, 1922, 
and organized by electing Frank E. Hobbs, chairman, 
and Charles F. Crockett, clerk. John F. Lucey was 
elected superintendent of water works. 


PUMPING STATION 


The machinery at the pumping station is in good 
working condition. The boilers have had their cus- 
tomary inspection by the Fidelity and Casualty Com- 
pany, and found in good condition. Minor repairs 
have been made to boiler setting during the past year, 
and two new sections have been put in smoke flue. 
The wood work around the building should be given 
attention, by painting. A new chlorine control appa- 
ratus of the M. S. type has been installed, and is giving 
perfect satisfaction. 

Several samples of water have been sent to the 
State Laboratory of Hygiene at Concord, N. H., and 
very satisfactory reports have been received from the 
same. 


FILTER BED 


The filter bed has been cleaned, when necessary, and 
is now doing its work in a very satisfactory manner. 
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STAND PIPE 


The stand pipe is in first-class condition at this 
time. It needed very little attention during the past 
winter. 


HYDRANTS 


The hydrants were tested at intervals during the 
year, and found in good working condition. 


SERVICES 


Seven new services have been laid during the 
past year, making a total now in use, 1054. Many 
services have had to be cleaned out and repaired dur- 
ing the year. 


METERS 


There have been forty-nine new meters installed 
during the year, making a total of 585 now in use. 
There have also been many old ones replaced during 
the year. 

We would recommend that meters be placed on 
every service in the city, as soon as possible, as we 
believe it is the only way that the department can be 
brought to a paying basis.

One new plunger and sleeve has been 
put into large pump, and there is another ready to 
put in, which increases. the efficiency of this pump. 
The boilers have had their usual inspection, and 
passed as O. K. by the Insurance Company.

The stand pipe is in the best of condition, and 
has given little trouble the past winter.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF. SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Board, 
Somersworth, N. H., 


Gentlemen: 


I have the honor of submitting herewith my third 
annual report as Superintendent of your schools. In 
it I shall state briefly some of the accomplishments of 
the past year and discuss to some extent the problems 
which we shall be obliged to meet. 

The year just closing has been one of achieve- 
ment. The school work has been developed along lines 
laid out the previous year. The system has been a 
growth, and I see no reason why still better results 
should not be obtained the coming year. 


THE TEACHING FORCE 


The School Board of Somersworth is indeed for- 
tunate in having an unusually permanent and efficient 
teaching force. There were only two changes at the 
beginning of the year: Miss Warren in the High 
school and Miss Scully in the second grade, Union 
Street school. Last January Miss Blanche Thibau- 
deau, an unusually capable teacher, on account of ill 
health was obliged to ask for leave of absence. Mrs. 
Louise Reynolds finished the year in this grade ac- 
ceptably. The regular teachers have rendered excel- 
lent service in the subjects which they teach and haye 
co-operated with the special teachers. Arithmetic, 
English, geography, history, and spelling comprise the 
backbone of our course of study. The efficiency with 
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which these fundamental subjects are taught deter- 
mines the strength or weakness of a school system. 


PROMOTIONS 


The ratio of non-promotions to promotions at the 
end of the year is a fair index of results, provided good 
standards of scholarship are maintained. In grades 
one and two we have many pupils entering at five years 
of age, immature, who do not speak the English 
language in the home and who for these reasons must 
repeat the work of these grades. The attendance rec- 
ords show that there were only twenty non-promotions 
in grades three to eight, inclusive, or an average of 
about three in each of these six grades. 

The matter of promotions is often very perplexing. 
Parents are naturally ambitious for their children to 
keep up with their classmates; but the welfare of the 
child sometimes demands that he repeat the work of 
the year. There may be physical reasons for this. 
All children do not develop mentally at the same rate 
any more than they cut their first tooth on the same 
day or learn to walk at the same age. Therefore we 
cannot expect all children of the same age to do the 
same with their minds any more than we can expect 
them to do the same work with their hands. In re- 
peating the year the child soon becomes adjusted to 
his new companions and in a short time is happier than 
he would be if he were straining every nerve to keep 
up with his former classmates. 


ATTENDANCE 


The attendance has been seriously affected by the 
very severe winter weather and by epidemics of 
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whooping cough and measles in the lower grades. Not- 
withstanding this, the percentage of attendance has 
been creditable, the average for the year being 94.7. 
The number of cases of tardiness, 231, were very few 
indeed for an aggregate attendance of 191,367. 


This splendid record for attendance and punctual- 
ity is, I feel, due to two factors, the attention and 
watchfulness of the teachers and the efforts of our 
very efficient truant officer. Attendance and punc- 
tuality have a direct bearing upon school progress and 
promotions. 


MID-MORNING LUNCH 


The mid-morning lunch, consisting of a half-pint 
bottle of milk, has fully demonstrated its value and 
has extended in the school system far beyond what 
was anticipated. When first introduced it was thought 
that only pupils of the first and second grades would 
be interested. Last year the milk was delivered at the 
Union Street and Burleigh schools only. This year 
pupils of the Chandler building, the High school, and 
the manual training boys enjoy this healthful lunch. 
There is no question in my mind that the boy or girl 
is able to do better work after having thus partaken 
of refreshment. 

There are some parents who cannot provide the 
necessary money to pay for their children’s lunch. Last 
year, with the generous co-operation of the Woman’s 
Club and the Women’s Catholic Guild, the necessary 
funds were secured whereby these boys and girls were 
provided with milk. This year an entertainment con- 
sisting of folk-dancing by the pupils of grades one to 
five and moving pictures was given for the purpose of 
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securing the necessary funds. The Somersworth the- 
atre was crowded both afternoon and evening. The 
total receipts amounted to $356.40 and the total ex- 
penses $72.88, leaving a balance of $283.52 for the 
milk fund. $200 of this amount has been placed in 
the Savings bank and is drawing interest. 

The credit for this excellent showing should be 
given to Miss Blackington, teacher of music, to all the 
teachers who co-operated with her in a most loyal man- 
ner, and to Mr. Peter M. Gagne, chairman of the school 
board, who selected and secured the moving picture at 
a very low cost. 


EXHIBITS 


Exhibits of drawing, manual training, cooking, 
and sewing have been held. These exhibits were vis- 
ited by a large number of parents and citizens who 
expressed their appreciation of the work the teachers 
were doing. 

Another means of securing co-operation between 
school and home was Education Week, as suggested by 
the United States Commissioner of Education. Even- 
ing sessions were held in the High school and in the 
Chandler school. These sessions were well attended 
by the parents who thus had an opportunity to see 
the actual instruction in the classroom. The after- 
noon sessions in the Union Street and Burleigh build- 
ings were also well attended.

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The above tabulation of the expenses of the 
school board for the school year just closed is taken 
from the annual report to the State Board of Educa- 
tion. It is given in order that the tax-payers may see 
where their money is going. The largest item, of course, 
is the teachers’ salaries and comprises nearly 68 per 
cent. of the whole amount. Our schools could accom- 
modate at least 200 more pupils without increasing our 
overhead expenses such as administration, teachers, 
janitors, fuel, etc., provided, of course, that this num- 
ber was properly distributed. It is practically impos- 
sible to cut down materially our expenses. Our teachers 
were paid less and worked more weeks than the 
teachers of Dover and Rochester. The item of 
$1,090.98 for text books provides for 698 pupils, or 
about $1.60 per pupil. As a matter of fact, we are 
using profitably more books than formerly. Few cities 
read more books in the primary grades than Somers- 
worth. It is more expensive to buy 15 or 20 books for 
the primary grades than to provide only six or eight, 
as many other cities do. The results, however, are 
very much better with the greater number of books. 

The item of scholars’ supplies, $1,849.10, includes 
$625.99 for manual training and domestic science sup- 
plies or approximately $4.00 per pupil for these special 
subjects. The balance, $1,163.11, or less than $2.00 
per pupil, includes all of the supplies which 698 pupils 
have used in the schoolroom, such as paper, pencils, 
penholders, ink, crayons, drawing paper, and many 
other articles which the children use in _ school 
work. The item of new equipment includes a planer 
for the manual training room and six new typewriters 
for the commercial department of the High school. 
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The two-dollar tax is fixed by State law and is paid for 
every pupil in the public schools. 


EVENING SCHOOLS 


On account of the strike of the employees of the 
Great Falls Manufacturing Company it did not seem 
advisable to open the evening school until November 
27. At that time many of the employees had re- 
turned to work and conditions were more normal. It 
was not practical to continue the evening school beyond 
the close of the winter term; consrquentey there were 
only 44 sessions. 

For the past three years the evening school has 
begun at 6:30. This time was convenient when the 
mills closed at 5 o’clock. With the mills closing at 
5:30, the pupil has only one hour to reach home, eat 
supper and be in school. This is very difficult for men 
and women who live at any distance from the factory. 
The result has been a material increase in the number 
of tardinesses; and more important still, men and 
women over twenty-one years of age who are not 
obliged to come to evening school find it a very great 
effort to be in school on time; consequently some 
dropped out. 

On April 11 the Burgess Silent Reading Test was 
given to eight pupils, of whom seven attained a rank 
in comprehension of English equivalent to that of a 
good fifth grade pupil. To each of the following seven 
was given a certificate of graduation: Yvonne Rain- 
ville, Elizabeth Dube, Rhenda Turgeon, Lena Labbe, 
Alma Dube, Sophie Papantonion, and Alice Bergeron. 

The enrollment at the evening school was much 
better than that of last year. Although some of the 
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young men and women stay only a short time, the 
large majority make substantial progress in ability to 
read, write, and understand the English language. 
Iam confident that short courses in millinery, 
dressmaking, plain or fancy cooking would prove very 
helpful and popular. These courses should not be more 
than twelve or fifteen evenings in length and should 
be open at a reasonable price to all the women of the 


city.

AMERICAN. LEGION PRIZES 


In the spring of 1922 the American Legion offered 
prizes to the pupils of the eighth grade in each state 
of the United States on the subject, “How the Ameri- 
can Legion Can Best Serve Our Country.” These 
essays were written in class under the supervision of 
the teacher without notes and sent to Indianapolis 
without correction. The winners for the State of New 
Hampshire were as follows: Gold, medal, Franklin

Temple; silver medal, Muriel Andrews; certificate of 
merit, Joseph Donovan. 

That all three of these State prizes came to Som- 
ersworth is worthy of note. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL

attained by the students who continued their studies 
beyond the High school has been very gratifying,

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REPORT OF HEAD MASTER OF HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In presenting to you my third annual report of the 
High school I feel that our community would be served 
better by an exposition of the aims and aspirations of 
our school rather than by any lengthy review of past 
achievements. The latter is a matter of record to be 
consulted in the files of any of the colleges to which 
our graduates have gone. It is a record of which we 
are proud and it is for this reason that we must treat 
it briefly, for a document dictated by pride is at its 
best historically partisan and at its worst degenerates 
to a form of self-praise which is abhorrent to us. 

It is not the past but rather the future of the 
school which concerns us; not the future whose prob- 
lems relate solely to academic standards and methods 
of instruction but that future which connotes the 
greatest good to the greatest number of our youth. I 
refer to the numerica! growth of the school. 

For some years past our enrollment has re- 
mained about the same, i. e., between 90 and 100. 
While we remained stationary other schools have en- 
countered miraculous growth. Nor can this growth 
be attributed to a natural increase in population alone. 
To cite but one instance out of many: Concord, with 
an increase in population of only 5 per cent. has gained 
90 per cent. in high school enrollment. Again, there 
are numerous towns with populations considerably less 
than that of Somersworth, yet whose High school en- 
roiiment is double that of ours. It is true that some of 
the difference is due to-the attendance of tuition pupils; 
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yet we are informed that for the purposes of our dis- 
cussion these are but a negligible factor. There seems, 
then, to be but one logical conclusion, namely, that a 
large percentage of our boys and girls are indifferent 
to the advantages which accrue to a secondary school 
education. We are not concerned here by a theory; 
we are confronted by a fact. 

Two years ago, in an endeavor to alleviate this 
condition, the school board introduced two new vital- 
izing courses, manual arts and domestic arts. These 
courses became part of our curricula. They appealed 
to parents and to pupils. They are a success. They 
reach those who could not be reached by the old aca- 
demic curriculum. But in themselves they are not a 
remedy for intellectual lethargy, nor can they alone 
encourage that growth for which we hope. 

Something more is needed: The active and sympa- 
thetic zeal of parents; an earnest partisanship in the 
alumni and all members of the community; the far- 
Seeing vision of tax-payers, looking forward to an 
adequate educational plant which now is sadly lacking. 
All these factors would imbue in our pupils a yearn- 
ing for higher education and inspire in the pupils in 
the lower grades a far-reaching enthusiasm which 
would ever urge them on to the successful completion 
of all educational advantages offered by the city. It is 
this cumulative effort which we need. Without the 
fullest co-operation of every citizen the work so well 
carried on the past few years must soon deteriorate.

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REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Members of 
the School Board: 


Gentlemen: 


It is with pleasure that I submit the report of my 
second year’s work as music supervisor. 

Mr. Young has suggested that we speak briefly of . 
our aims, achievements, and recommendations. 

My aim is to teach the principles of music and, by 
practice of those principles, enable each child, accord- 
ing to his ability, to participate correctly in the sing- 
ing and to inculcate in them a love for and apprecia- 
tion of good music. | 

As to achievements, the required amount of work 
has been covered in all the grades. While all have 
‘ done splendid work, I think special mention should be 
made in one or two instances. Two-part music is tak- 
en first in the fifth grade, according to schedule, but 
the fourth grade in the Union building, in addition to 
their regular work, have taken several two-part songs 
which will be a great help to them next year. In the 
grammar grades the music shows marked improve- 
ment and the pupils are enthusiastic over part work. 
Here, too, in the sixth grades the pupils have been 
doing work in advance of their requirement in taking 
up three-part songs, as three-part work is begun in 
the seventh grade. 

Much of the success in all the work has been due 
to the whole-hearted co-operatign of the regular teach- 
ers who have so faithfully carried on the work. 
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The children love the folk-dancing and take up 
new dances with much more facility than last year. 


Several choruses and a few Halycon song books 
have been purchased for the High school, and part 
work has been well sustained. An improvement is 
shown over last year’s work. At various times dur- 
ing the year special programs of music and folk-danc- 
ing have been presented in the different rooms. The 
Memorial Day exercises were rather more elaborate 
and were well carried out before appreciative audi- 
ences of parents and friends. 

The outstanding event of the year in public work 
is the entertainment given for the benefit of the milk 
fund, when a program introducing folk-dances by 
the pupils from the first to the sixth grades was giv- 
en in connection with a moving picture. The appre- 
ciative comments were encouraging and it was grat- 
ifying to know it was a financial success. 


As to recommendations, it would be of great ben- 
efit to have an extra period in the eighth grade. I 
have also wondered if it would be possible to arrange 
some method of exchange so that some one of the reg- 
ular teachers in that building could carry on the music 
each day. With one period a week, and no follow up 
work, one can readily see that it is somewhat difficult 
to obtain results. 

I should like to have the folk-dancing carried into 
the sixth grades. The children are at an age where 
they enjoy it and would derive great benefit from it. 

I hope the time will come when high school stu- 
dents will be ranked on their work in music as in other 
studies. That may not be feasible, but I do earnestly 
wish that in some way the children, particularly after 
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they reach high school age, could be made to realize 
that music is just as important a part of their educa- 
tion as any other subject and that neglect of it may 
be a matter for regret in later years. 

To give to the schools my best effort and to devel- 
op the possibilities in each child to the highest possible 
degree is my aspiration. . 

In closing, I would express my deep appreciation 
of the co-operation and help of the superintendent, 
teachers, and friends.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Members of 
the School Board: 


Gentlemen: 


The art training of the public schools should be 
practical training; it should aim to cultivate taste and 
apply that taste to the homes, the dress, and the busi- 
ness of those it trains. This is just what we have 
been- trying to do and we start our campaign for its 
development in the low grades. 

Art is not for “the few.” It is for “the many,” for 
the many have to use it. It is not held that the 
training of the public schools will produce artists, but 
it is held that it will raise the standards of taste. 
Thus the art teaching of the public schools has a 
practical relation to the business interests of every 
community. 

Perhaps nothing is of greater practical value to 
your child than good taste. The important quality 
only partly instinctive and its development and guid- 
ance have become one of our vital problems. 

The children have been making drawings such as 
landscapes, book covers, wearing apparel, advertise- 
ments, interiors, and posters. We made posters for 
the milk fund benefit and eight were selected from 
those made for the American Humane Association and 
forwarded to the National Humane Poster Contest of 
the Humane Association at Albany, New York. Color, 
form, arrangement, and design have been taught in 
the different classes. Gradually they grow to have an 
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unerring sense of values and thus they will come to 
demand in the things they use both utility and beauty. 

June ninth we had an exhibition, showing the 
work done by the various grades. Many: came to see 
it, but we wish that more of the parents might take 
advantage of these opportunities to view the work of 
the children. I am sure that it would stimulate their 
interest.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DOMESTIC 
SCIENCE 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Members of 
the School Board: 


Gentlemen: 


In submitting my second annual report of the 
work completed, I would say that our exhibition held 
May 23, 1923, showed the work accomplished better 
than words can do. This year, as last year, the most of 
the classes were beginners, the eighth grade being 
the only one taking a second year of the work. Every 
girl in that grade made a dress. Many of these 
dresses showed hard work and were well made. Other 
garments made were blouses, aprons, slips, camisoles, 
a cape, a kimono, besides one piece of embroidery 
from each girl. 

This year sewing and canning were put into the 
sixth grades. The pupils have learned the stitches 
and the use of the sewing machines much the same as 
the seventh grades, except that they need a little 
more time. By the time these girls are ready for the 
eighth grade they will be able to do advanced work. 

The girls in cooking followed the plan of last 
year, namely, that of meal preparation. Foods were 
prepared in class and later repeated by individuals as 
part of a meal. Each class has served six meals. One 
girl acts as host, one as hostess, one as waitress, and 
four guests invited by the girls. Some of the classes 
were so large that the same girl did not have an op- 
portunity to act in the three positions. 
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Suggestions for another year would be as follows: 
The purchase of a triple full-length mirror, a screen, 
and replacement of articles destroyed by general 
wear. .

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REPORT OF INSTRUCTOR OF MANUAL 
TRAINING 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Members of 
the School Board: 
Gentlemen: 

In accordance with your request I hereby submit 
my second annual report of my work in the Somers- 
worth public schools. 

Instruction has been given to 82 students in the 
arts of mechanical drawing and manual training. In 
the High school classes three days a week were de- 
voted to woodwork and two days to mechanical draw- 
ing. The woodwork consisted of articles useful in 
the home, as well as useful in the teaching of funda- 
mental principles in cabinet making. The mechanical 
drawing consisted of orthographic, esometric, and ar- 
chitectural drawing, as well as development. 

The installation of a bench-planer has proved of 
great value to the advanced classes in woodworking. 
Another machine very much needed, both from the 
useful as well as artistic viewpoint, is a speed-table. 
Outside of this one machine the shop is very well 
equipped for the work now carried on. 

On the afternoon and evening of June 18th an 
exhibition of the work done during the year was held 
in the Union Street school building. The exhibit was 
attended by a great number of interested people, but 
it is to be regretted that so few members of the school 
board attend these exhibits.
